Archimedes 



Archimedes was a great mat hema 

ticiau. 

A mathematician 
knows a great deal 
metio, and how- to 
machines and things 
knew all about circles, cones, etc., 
and he could find the answer lo any 
problem. Archimedes invented 
ral machines. One of them 
- used to draw water. It was 
made like a large screw. The 
screw turned in the water and rais- 
ed it. 

Archimedes spent all of his time 
in Stud ing and working problems in 
arithmetic. He made many dis- 
coveries too. 

Archimedes lived in Syracuse, in 
Sicily, about %60 years before 
Christ. The king of Sicily was 
named Hiero. Hiero ordered a 
goldsmith to make him a crown of 
pure gold. When the crown was 
finished, Hieio suspected that the 
goldsmith deceived him. He told 
limedes to find out if the crown 
ill real gold, 
limedes took it home and 
thought about it for a long time. 
Due day he went down town to a 
bathhouse to bathe. He filled his 
bathtub full. When he got into 
Ihe water it overflowed and ran on 
the floor. An idea struck Archi- 
medes. He saw that as much water 
ran out of the tub as was equal to 
Hie size of his body. He then knew 
that if he put the crown into a 
vessel full of water, as much water 
would run out as was equal to the 

of the crown. He was so e\. 
ed with the idea that he ran home 
without Btopping to dress. As he 
ran through the streets, he cried, 
" Eureka I Eureka !" That is a 
Greek word and it means, " I have 
found it " 

When he reached home he filled 
a vessel with water and then put 
the crown into it. He saved the 
water that ran over, in another 
vessel He weighed this water. 
Then he took a lump of pure gold 
that weighed the same as the crown. 
He put Ihis into another filled with 
water and saved what ran out, the 
same as before. He then weighed 
it. Now if the crown were pure 
gold, the water which ran over from 
both vessels must weigh the same. 
Bat ii did not. So Archimedes 
knew that the crown was not pure 
gold.
